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Full Text of Treasury Statement 


ON GEORGIA ROAD 
Rockdale Citizen Dies In-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.— 
(AP)—Here is the text of the 
statement issued by the treasury 
tonight regarding co-operation 
with France in a realignment of 
the latter's currency: 

“By authority of the President, the 
secretary of the treasury makes the 
following statement: 

“1, The government of the United 
States, after consultation with the 
British government and the French 
government, joins with them in af- 
firming a common desire to foster 
those conditions which safeguard eco- 
nomie relations and to pursue a pol- 
icy which will tend to promote pros- 
perity in the world and to improve 
the standard of living of peoples. 

“2 The government of the United 
States must, of course, in its policy 
towards international monetary rela- 
tions to take into full account the re- 
quirements of internal prosperity, as 
corresponding considerations will be 
taken into account bv the govern- 
ments of France and Great Britain; 
it welcomes this opportunity to reaf- 
firm its purpose te continue the pol- 
icy which it has pursued in the course 
of recent years, one constant object 
of which is to maintain the greatest 
equilibrium in the system 
of international exchange and to 
avoid to the utmost extent the crea- 
tion of any disturbance of that sys- 
tem by American monetary action. 

“The government of the United 
States shares with the governments 
of France and Great Britain the 
conviction that ‘the continuation of 
thie two-fold policy will serve the 
general purpose which all the gov- 
ernments should pursue.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


LOST ACE WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—President Roosevelt has not 
yet begun to play some of the high cards in his cam- 
paign sleeve. He is not advertising them, even to all his political inti- 
mates, Some who have seen him with his coat off lately, however, have 
had a swift glance at an ace they did not suspect was in the deck. You 
may not believe it either when you see it played some time before elec- 
tion. Incredible as it sounds, it is a balanced budget for next year. 

Treasury Secretary Morgenthau has said there would be no news on 
the budget before November 3, but he may not have known, or cared 
to discuss, what is going on now in budget-making. Acting Budget 
Director Bell has made no announcements, but he has been working for 
some months on estimates. There are good -reasons for believing that 
he can now produce figures indicating an approximate balance, based as 
much On expectations of increasing revenue as upon a decrease in ex- 
penditures, 

His work has progressed so far that one of the leading bond market 
advisory services sent to its banker clients a few days ago the confi- 
dential Suggestion that “a balanced 1938 budget is a reasonable ex- 
pectation.”’ 


ESTIMATING The budget figures relate to such far distant eco- 

nomic conditions that they are difficult for the gov- 
ernment actuaries to calculate, but there is nothing to stop them from 
taking an optimistic view. It is almost impossible to guess accurately 
the extent to which better business will boost tax receipts for the year 
beginning next July 1, now nine months off. It is equally difficult to 
calculate relief demands, 


rather definite guesses before November 3 if he chooses. 

Some unofficial experts used a pencil on the problem the other day 
and came out with only a $300,000,000 deficit for 1938 by cutting 
relief one-third, increasing revenues 12 per cent, deducting the bonus 
expenditure of the current year and neglecting to consider the prob- 
able heavy requirements of social security. Beyond these considerations 
is the broad field ef recoverable government assets, which have been 
used this year to help in cutting the deficit in half, without decreasing 
Spending. 

Thus, it can be done, and it probably will be.

The reckless chance which Mr. O’Connor took may be gauged ac- 
curately by a fact he failed to mention, namely, that he is the Only man 
who can close the banks. While he could hardly be expected to ruin 
his own record in the last two weeks of September, you must consider 
the hazard that he might die and Mr. Roosevelt might appoint another 
ere who would close a bank. That is the only way it could 

appen. 

If Mr. O’Connor, keeps his health three more days, and makes his 
broadcast, you may expect some heckler to ask how many weak banks 
he is carrying in his pocket, or how many should have been closed which 
still remain open.

HEALTH TALKS

Correspondent says X-ray pictures 
show shadows at the roots of three 
molars. Her dentist says the three 
molars are “dead” teeth, and that they 
should be extracted, as shadows mean 
abscesses. 

But the correspondent insists her 
teeth are not now and have never been 
in the least sensitive, and she enjoys 
excellent health. Therefore she is loth 
to give up good chewing surfaces for 
mechanical contrivances. Do I ad- 
vise removing “dead” teeth regardless? 

The dentists themselves are divided 
as to the course advisable when pulp- 
less (otherwise called “‘dead’) teeth 
are present in the mouth. On the one 
band are many good dentists who hold 
that such teeth should not be permit- 
ted to remain in the jaw. On _ the 
other hand are many good dentists 
who hold that pulpless teeth are not 
“dead” teeth, and may serve the pa- 
tient for many years without any risk 
to health. It seems to be a question 
of opinion. 

Twenty years ago a g0od many 
luckless persons lost all their teeth 
by wholesale extraction, because some 
physician guessed the teeth might be 
the source of whatever generai com- 
plaints the patients had. Now and 
then the guess proved correct and a 
remarkable cure or extraordinary im- 
provement of the general condition 
followed extraction of the teeth, but in 
most instances no such happy result 
was observed. Indeed, many patients 
suffered more severely after removal 
of the teeth because their nutrition be 
came further impaired through the 
weeks or months of “soft” diet. By 
the way, good dentists today fit plates 
immediately after extraction of teeth, 
and patients get more satisfaction 
from such plates than do patients who 
wait weeks or months after extraction 
to have plates or other dentures made. 
The plate put in the mouth and worn 
immediately after extraction of many 
teeth may require some refitting some 
weeks later to adapt it to the final 
form of the bone and gums, but this 
is comparatively simple. 

If I had a pulpless tooth and good 
health and no enlargement or tender- 
ness of lumphatie “kernels” or nodes 
in the vicinity of the tooth, I’d keep 
the tooth until— 

I should not be greatly disturbed 
by a shadow in the X-ray film; not 
even if my dentist believed the shadow 
indicated abscess at the root of the 
tooth. 

But if, knowing I had a puipless 
tooth in my jaw, I developed any 
chronie or insidious disturbance of 
health or illness which might conceiv- 
ably be due to focal infection, then I'd 
have the pulpless tooth removed. It 
might do no good whatever. But lL 
think it would be a fair gamble. 

The presence or absence of tender 
kernels or nodes under the edge oz 
the jaw or on the side of the neck is 
a fair index of the presence of infec- 
tion at the root, under an old filling, 
or under a denture of any kind. If 
such tender swellings can be felt, it 


is as well to let the dentist proceed 


to clean up the infection.

Hairs in Nostrils. 

I have a terrible lot of hairs in my 
nostrils and they seem to be getting 
heavier and longer. What would you 
advise? ... (G. B.) 

Answer—Clip them with blunt scir- 
sors. Do not pull them out by the 
roots, for that sometimes causes seri- 
ous infectin.

SCIENTIST QUITS 
FRENCH CABINET 


Daughter of DBileseverers of 
Radium Said at “Outs” 


With Blum. 
PARIS, Sept. 25—()—Mme. Irene 


Joliot-Curie, daughter of the discoy- 
erers of radium and herself a scientist, 
resigned today as undersecretary of 
scientific research in the French cab 
inet. 

Her resignation was ascribed to 
“technical differences with the govern- 
ment.’ She was one of three women 
im the cabinet of Premier Ieon Blum, 
the first to admit women. 

As ardent a socialist as she is a 
scientist, Mme. Joliot-Curie accepted 
the post because of her party affilia- 
tions and her conviction it would en- 
able her to further her acientific 
work. She and her husband, Profes- 
ror Frederick Joliot-Curie hoped to 
use the income in seeking an artificial 
substitute for radium. 

The Joliot-Curies discovered a way 
to make atoms of inert elements radio- 
active hy bombarding them with alpha 
rays projected in a tube by millions 
of volts of electricity and won the 
Nobel prize in 1955 for their discovery. 

They are at work now with experi- 
ments seeking to make radioactire 
elements with strong enough rays to 
be need in medicine.

In case of a re- 
verse there would be the tendency to 
place the blame on the Americans. 

“‘Furthermore, he went on to 
say, ‘in ease of an attack, your in- 
fantry would have to be supported 
hy British artillery. and here again 
there might be differences.’ 

Found Not Advisable. 

“He did not believe it possible that 
there could exist between them that 
perfect confidence and liaison that 
was absolutely necessary between the 
infantry and artillery. As an_ indi- 
cation that it was not a policy sug- 
gested hy good practice and experi- 
ence, he pointed out that during the 
whole course of the war the British 
never found it advisable to 1in- 
eorporate Canadians, Australians, 
New Zealanders.
